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NEW BEDFORD MOB 
UF 10,000 ROUTED 
AT BAYONET POINT 


Arrests of 256 Strike 
Pickets Result in a 
Near Riot. 


POLICEMEN REPLACED 
BY MILITIA PATROLS 
Organizer’s Invasion of For- 


bidden Zone Met by 
Speedy Round-Up. 


New Bedford, Mass., July 30 (A.P.).— 
The national guard, with fixed bayo- 
nets, tonight cleared a mob estimated 
at 10,000 persons from the vicinity of 
the central police station, where it had 
gathered in a demonstration against 
detention of several score of textile 
strike picketers. 

Some stones were hurled as the 
guardsmen—80 men of Battery E, Coast 
Artillery—appeared on the scene. But 
the crowd fell back quickly under the 
menace of the advancing bayonet 
blades. The only casualty reported was 
a reserve police officer, struck in the 
chest by a missile. 


Troops Replace Police. 


Quiet was restored after the streets 
had been cleared for two blocks on each 
side of the station. Squads of soldiers 
tonight replaced policemen on duty in 
the center of the city and took up the 
task of directing traffic at important 
corners. 

The militia was called following upon 
the arrest of 256 strike pickets late this 
afternoon. At 9 o’clock tonight a 
howling mob of 10,000 had surrounded 
the central police station, where the 
arrested strikers were held. The arrests 
followed upon the issuance of a defi- 
ance by Organizer Fred E. Beal, of the 
textile mill committees. He challenged 
the police to go to the Whiteman Mill 
and arrest the picket line which was 
detailed there contrary to police order 

Two large automobile vans of patrol- 
men halted in the midst of the pick- 
ets, arrested Beal and as many more 
as they could place in the two vans. 


Woman Is Sent Home. 


They hustled the prisoners to the 
police station, returned and arrested 
another truck load of picketers, who 
had formed another line, led by Jack 
Gomes and Miss Mary Costa. The po- 
lice overlooked the young woman, send- 
ing her home. 

When the arrests were made there 
was considerable resistance, but in 
many cases the pickets actually walked 
up to the trucks and invited the police 
to take them. One woman thrashed 
about with an umbrella while six offi- 
cers were placing her in a truck, The 
arrested pickets waved their hands, 
sang their “solitary” songs, and other- 
wise were very noisy as the truck roll- 
ed toward the police station. 

At the KilSurn Mill ® th- South End 
earlier in the evening, police descended 
on a line of 150 pickets and arrested 
about 75 in the first descent, including 
Augusto C. G. Pinto, who now has been 
arrested eleven times. Another picket 
line being formed by Andrew Izyk, the 
police made another descent and ar- 
rested Izyk and 37 others. 

All the prisoners were charged with 
parading without a permit. 

The round-up of picketers barely had 
been completed when the crowds began 
gathering around the central station. 


Riot Act Is Read. 


At first the assemb:age was orderly, 
but inside the jail the prisoners sang, 
shouted and banged on the walls. As 
the crowd continued to swell, Chief of 
Police McLeod decided to call for Bat~- 
tery E, held in the armory against an 
emergency. 7 

While the guardsmen were en route, 
deputy sheriffs went out to the crowd 
and started to read the riot act. They 
were greeted with jeers. The reading 
had not been completed when the sol- 
diers swung into sight and proceeded 
to clear the streets. 

At the meeting of the textile coun- 
cil tonight it was voted to submit the 
proposal of arbitrating the present 
strike to the various unions affillated 
with the United Textile Workers, the 
unions to vote on the proposal by next 
Thursday night. 

The textile mills committee group, 
the radical element in the strike, is 
made up of workers.not affiliated with 
the regular unions.

Pleads With President 
for a Goodly Increase’ 
All Along Line. 


WOULD KEEP MARKET 
FOR HOME PRODUCER 


Agricultural Situation, in Sec- 
retary’s View, Is in Ex- 
cellent Condition. 


Superior, Wis., July 30 (A.P.).—Al- 
though bringing to President Coolidge 
a roseate picture of general farm con- 
ditions in the United States, Secretary 
Jardine, of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, pleaded strongly here today for a 
“substantial agricultural tariff increase 
all along the line.” 

After an overnight stay at the sum- 
mer White House, in the course of 
which Secretary Jardine said he had 
discussed the agricultural situation, the 
cabinet officer added that he saw the 
relief of agriculture in the promotion of 
cooperative marketing organizations, as 
long advocated by him. An Increase in 
the tariff would extend to agricultlure 
the same principle of keeping “the do- 
mestic market available for home 
producers” which had made other 
American industries prosperous. 


Crop Situation Good. 


Secretary Jardine would not reveal 
what reports he had given the Chief 
Executive as to the political sentiment 
in the farm regions. Nor would he say 
whether he would recommend congres- 
sional action to raise the agricultural 
tariffs at the next session of Congress 
or wait until the new administration 
will be inaugurated. He sald, however, 
that he would not confer with Secre- 
tary Hoover at this time on his way to 
Alaska. 

Taking the United States as a whole, 
Mr. Jardine told Mr. Coolidge that he 
thought that the crop production this 
year was very good and prices satisfac- 
tory. What drop had occurred in wheat 
prices he thought normal, owing to 
marketing conditions. On his way to 
Superior from Washington the Agricul- 
tural Secretary found good production 
and no idle lands, leading him to be- 
lieve that conditions in’ the States he 
passed were good. 

The live stock situation appeared 
equally good to Mr. Jardine, who quoted 
top prices recently obtained in Chicago 
of 16 cents per pound for steers, the 
highest since 1917, as an indication of 
the sound state of that industry. Sheep 
and hogs appeared to him doing equally 
well. Furthermore, he thought that the 
high prices commanded by the live 
stock industry would continue for sev- 
eral years to come. 


Favors Higher Tariff. 


Although the United States agricul- 
tural imports are relatively small, out- 
side of Cuban sugar, Secretary Jardine 
said he believed that a higher tariff on 
many products would tend to stabilize 
the industry and imbue it with a great- 
er sense of security from foreign com- 
petition.

Detroit, Mich., July 30 (A.P.).—If 
there is an age limit for work, Henry 
Ford has not found it, he said today, 

The motor magnate, who wag 65 
years old today, told interviewers that 
he expects to “do more in the next five 
years than I have in the last 20.” 

Ford was at his office early and spent 
the day “on the job,” making the 
rounds of his various plants in the De- 
troit area. He received many messages 
of congratulations. Only Saturday he 
completed a 710-mile drive from East 
Orange, N. J., where he had been vis- 
iting his friend, Thomas A. Edison. 

The automobile manufacturer is 
most interested now in increasing pro- 
duction of his new car, he said. 

“Men of 65, perhaps, should not do too 
much running and jumping,” he told 
newspaper men, “but that is no reason 
they should not do as much work with 
the mind as every one, and better 
work. 

“You take all the experience and 
judgment of men over 50 out of the 
world and there wouldn’t be enough 
left to run it. Youngsters have their 
place and are necessary, but the ex- 
perience and judgment of men _over 50 
are what give purpose and meaning to 
younger men’s efforts. 

“The world is as good a proposition 
as ever for those who work or for those 
who will analyze every detail of their 
work. There is no substitute for work 
except more intelligent work.”

Asked how much money he had ldést 
in making the change from the model 
T to the model A car, Mr. Ford re- 
plied:

The secretary said he had hoped to 
keep the disarmament question entirely 
separate from the Kellogg pact, al- 
though he admitted this treaty un- 
doubtedly would be a factor which 
would need to be taken into account. 

Then he announced that the govern- 
ment has had successful conversations 
With France’ respecting differences 
which had arisen between the two gov- 
ernments over naval disarmament. He 
said he was about to submit to the 
other principal naval powers the com- 
promise agreement which had been 
reached, hoping thereby to remove ob- 
Stacles to the progress of the disarma- 
ment idea. Until this has been done, 
he said, he could give no details, but 
he said the compromise was on naval 
issues which had arisen in the previous 
disarmament conference. 

Sir Austen indicated that the first 
open discussion of a compromise prob- 
bably would be by the preparatory dis- 
armament commission. 

He then took up the British reser- 
vations in the recent note sent to Sec- 
retary Kellogg and said that they com- 
pared with the Monroe doctrine of the 
United States. He said no doctrine of 
aggression was contained in the Brit- 
ish reservations but that they consti- 
tuted a measure of self defense neces-

Front Royal Trial. 


DECISION REACHED 
AFTER THREE HOURS 


Photographer Spirited Away 
to Lock-Up—Still Faces 
Second Indictment. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Front Royal, Va., July 30.+Henry C. 
Robinson, 30 years old, former Navy 
aerial photographer and prohibition 
agent. was freed tonight of the charge 
of murder in connection with the 
shooting of Middleton Johnson, who, 
with his father, John M. Johnson, was 
slain on the main street here June 9. 

Immediately after the verdict was 
returned Robinson was spirited away to 
the jail at Berryville, where he will be 
held until a decision is reached in re- 
gard to prosecuting or.dropping charges 
against him in connection with the 
fatal shooting of the elder Johnson. 

The jury, after 3 hours and 20 
minutes deliberation, at 11:35 o’clock 
tcnight brought in a verdict of justi- 
flable homicide in self defense As 
Walker Bond, foreman of the jury, 
handed the verdict to the judge. Rob- 
inson stood rigid. As the clerk read 
the verdict his eyes filled with tears. 

Freed Man Kisses Wife. 


He leaned over the back of his chair 
and kissed his wife, who was holding 
their 4-year-old daughter asleep in her 
arms. Judge Philip Williams, presid- 
ing, had ordered a dozen bailiffs to line 
the aisles of the court as the jury filed 
in after announcing they had reached 
a verdict. He warned the tired spece- 
tators that the court would not tolerate 
a demonstration. 

Robinson left the courtroom hurried- 
ly in charge of two deputy sheriffs as 
soon as the verdict was read. No one in 
the courtroom was permitted to leave 
for five minutes after the jury had filed 
out. Robinson wanted to shake hands 
with the men whose verdict had set 
him free, but he paused only mo- 
mentarily, for the deputies hurried him 
from the courtroom. 


Jurors Leave Under Guard. 


The jurors also were taken from the 
court under guard of deputy sheriffs 
from Winchester. They would not dis- 
ouss the case as they teft the courte 
room for the little frame hotel on lower 
Main street, which has been their hotel 
fov the past five days. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney John H. 
Downing and George E. Horning, former 
Assistant United States Attorney, of 
Washington, who assisted him in the 
prosecution, wore startled looks as the 
verdict was read. 

Members of the Johnson families, all 
of whom were in court, and their 
friends, remained calm as the verdict 
was read. They seemed stunned. The 
shooting of the Johnsons left two womni- 
en widows and eight children fathere 
less. 

Lawyers in Court Clash. 

The court spent a hectic 15 minutes 
at. the conclusion of the trial when dé. 
fense attorneys resorted to personalle 
ties and heckled Commonwealth's Ate 


torney John H. Downing and George D. | 


Horning, former Assistant District At- 
torney of Washington, as they closed 
the case for the State. 

The more than 250 persons who had 
crowded into the tiny courtroom were 
thrown into a high pitch of excite- 
ment when Aubrey G. Weavef and W. 
C. Armstrong, defense counsel, inter- 
rupted Horning’s address to the jury 
by objections. Judge Philip Williams 
quickly restored order when he de- 
manded that defense attorneys take 
their seats and keep quiet. 


Newspaper Stirs Court. 


The courtroom buzzed with excite- 
ment again a few moments later when 
Armstrong, began. reading the paper 
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Whose headlines in large type read 
“Robinson Expects Early Acquittal.” 
The headlines were in full view of the 
jury. 

Another flare-up between counsel oc- 
curred when Horning, during his sum- 
mation took occasion to speak in de- 
fense of Commonwealth's Attorney 
Downing, who has been criticized 
harshly during the trial. Again Judge 
Williams asserted the same tactics 
which had been unecessary to keep the 
trial as orderly as it has been. 

The flare-up between counsel crope 
ped out once more when Weaver, 
“speaking out of turn,” according to 
the prosecutors, declared that maybe 
Mr. Maragon, who investigated many 
angles of the case for the state, could 
account “© the mystery in connection 
with the TWo “missirg bullets” in the 
pistol which Robinson used in the 
shooting of John M. Johnson, wealthy 
farmer, and his son Middleton, on the 
main street here.

Prisoner Loses Color. 


The jury began consideration of the 
Case at 8:15 o’clo(*, afier having taken 
a 45-minute recose for dinner after 
receiving the case at 7:30. As the jury 
filed past the defendant, Robinson's 
usually calm expression turned to one 
of fear. His face, which had a notice- 
able color all during the trial, turned 
oer as the jury was locked in the 
ittle jury room in the rear of the 
court. 

All evening long a large crowd, many 
of whom had made the trip from Win- 
chester and surrounding towns, milled 
restiessly round the courthouse. 
Despite the fact that many of those 
who saw the jury file out had been 
in court since 9 o'clock this worning, 
@e@ariy all of them remained wi their 
seats during the jury’s deliSerations. 
Several special deputies had been sworn 
in to handle the crowd and a detail of 
State police had been on duty through 
the night. . 


Courtroom Is Crowded. 


More than 250 persons, 1uostly 
women and young girls, sat all day in 
the little court room, built in 1838 
and used es a hospital during the Civil 
War. Sheriff Roy Collins his deputies 
and special policemen sworn in to keep 
order during the trial experienced the 
greatest difficulty in keeping other 
hundreds from forcing their way in® 
the court. 

Many of those who listened to the 
impassioned pleas of the prosecutors as 
they asked for the death penalty and 
the equally impassioned pleas of the 
defense counsel, who asked for acquit- 
al, brought their lunches with them. 
During the noon recess a score or more 
of men ‘nd boys obtained long ladders 
from the fire compan, lere and from 
their homes and placed them up 
against the courthouse so they could 
hear the progress of th> trial 


Judge Instructs Jury. 


Following a lengthy conference be- 
tween Commonwealth Attorney Down- 
ing and Horning and Armstrong and 
Weaver, Judge William issued sixteen 
instructions to the jury. According to 
these instructions the jury can bring in 
@ verdict either of first degree murder, 
second degree murder, voluntary man- 
slaughter, or acquittal. The judge in- 
structed the jury that, if they find 
Robinson guilty of either of the above 
Offenses they shall set the penalty. 
which ranges from one year at hard 
labor to the elecrtic chair. 

The court presented a strange ap- 
pearance. Spectators occupied every 
@vailable space in the little room. 
which is not much bigger than the 
average schoolroom. With not enough 
chairs to go around, despite the fact 
that many had brought theirs with 
them, the spectators took advantage of 
window sills, steps leading up to the 
jJudge’s bench, and even the floor for 
Places to sit. Friends and relatives of 
the slain men sat side by side with 
those of the accused. 

During the strong plea of defense 
counsel for an acquittal, based on Rob- 
inson’s statement that he had shot in 
self-defense, his wife, his mother-in- 
law, his brother-in-law and the wife 
of the Rev. C. C. Jones, a friend of 
the family, cried aloud. Doris, a 
4-year-old daughter of the accused, be- 
came frightened at the shouts of de- 
fense attorneys and had to be taken 
from the courtroom by a friend. 


Maximum Penalty Asked. 


The State, in reviewing the testi- 
mony taken during the trial, declared 
the shooting of the Johnsons by Rob- 
inson the coldest-blooded murder ever 
committed in Warren County. Prose- 
cutor Downing: declared Robinson had 
“shot down Middleton Johnson like a 
dog.” 

The State, in asking for the maxi- 
mum penalty, declared Robinson had 
“et out to “get” the Johnsons ever 
since an automobile accident between 
the cars of the accused and of the 
elder Johnson five days before the 
shooting. Witnesses had testified Rob- 
inson had expressed his regret that he 
haun’t killed the Johnsons sooner 
The shooting occurred on the main 
street here in the presence of Chief of 
Police Smith. 

Defense counsel in summing up the 
ease reiterated statements made dur- 
ing the trial by defense witnesses that 
the Johnsons had, on several occasions, 
declarec they would “get” Robinson. 

This little town of not more than 
8,000 population is excited over the 
trial. Sentiment as to Robinson is di- 
vided. Friends of Robinson declared 
today that, providing he is acquitted, 
“the best thing he can do is to get out 
of town immediately.”

TEXAS ELECTION HELD 
BLOW T0 G. 0. P. HOPES 


Col. H. W.. Anderson, How- 
ever, Tells Chairman Work 
Party Can Carry Virginia.

When Herbert Hoover returns to 
Washington before September 1, there 
will be two major problems awaiting 
him as the real chief of his presidential 
campaign. One concerns the apparent- 
ly growing friction between Chairman 
Work and Senator Moses and the other 
has to do with the Southern campaign 
ro Poa light of the Texas primary re- 
Sults. 


Observers agree that there is little 
comfort for the Republicans in Satur- 
day's primary in which only regular 
Democrats were victorious while those 
who bolted the ticket and announced 
thelr opposition to Gov. Smith were 
snowed under. Particularly was this 
true in the case of the most outstand- 
ing bolter, Thomas B. Love, candidate 
for Heutenant governor. Mr. Love.is an 
old campatener, a political influence in 
Texas for many years and a prohibition- 
ist. 

Love misinterpreted the rumblings of 
opposition to Smith to mean that there 
was a chance for a candidate who open- 
ly opposed him, even after he had been 
nominated. His reading of the political 
signs was apparently very wrong. Had 
it not been that several other candl- 
dates were in the race for the leuten- 
ant governorship, Mr. Love’s opponent, 
Barry Miller, would have won without 
the necessity of going into a run-off, 
but the votes received by the field of 
candidates prevented him from getting 
& majority. His vote over Love, his 
nearest opponent, however, was rather 
conclusive. 


Real Facts In Run-Of. 


The run-off, to come the latter part 
of August, ‘will, of course, give a better 
study of the anti-Smith sentiment in 
Texas, in that the issue between Miller 
and Love will be more clearly drawn. 
Miller made his campaign on support 
of the presidential ticket. In s6o far 
AS turday’s primary is concerned, 
though, Miller’s victory over Love was 
decisive. Other anti-Smith candidates 
were defeated, too, especially in the 
case of Gov. Moody's opponent, but the 
general impression is that they had no 
chance any way. 

Texas, therefore, gives the optimistic 
Republicans considerable food for 
thought as to breaking the -olid South. 
The margin between the Democratic 
and Republican vote in Texas has al- 
ways been astounding, but no greater, 
perhaps, than that of any other solid 
State with the exception of 
Florida and North Carolina. 

But Texas, on the other hand, is the 
only State in which Democratic leaders 
have bolted. It is the only State in 
which the anti-Smith movement has 
the benefit of practical politicians, ad- 
mittedly an element that.is needed in 
a political campaign. 

It may be that «ne lexas result 
caused Dr. Work to listen to the optli- 
mistic reports of Col. Henry W. Ander- 
son, of Virginia, with at least a touch 
of salt. Col. Anderson talked to Dr. 
Work yesterday and avowed he had 
never seen political things so turbu- 
lent as they are in Virginia and that 
Republicans could: carry the State. 


Southern Situation a Problem. 


A few days ago when Dr. Work heard 
such roseate reports concerning condl- 
tions in North Carolina he was really 
heartened. Put guite likely the Texas 
primary gave him a thought. 

Inasmuch as it is the custom t> put 
all weighty matters to Mr. Hoover him- 
self and because, too, it is the cus- 
tom of Mr. Hoover to take a hand in 
matters of moment concerning his 
campaign, he will most likely have to 
make a iecision concerning Southern 
political things 

The Southern situation enters into 
the friction between Dr. Work and Sen- 
ator Moses, although it does not con- 
stitute the whole of it. Senator Moses 
does not entertain optimistic wWews 
concerning the Republicans’ ability to 
break into the South. 

‘That is,. perhaps, all right, as it Is 
the senator’s view, but the friction de- 
velops when he insists upon airing it. 

Every day or so the senator says 
somethiny belittling about the chances 
of the Republicans In the South or 
maybe it isa comment on other things 
that he makes, At any rate, the im- 
pression is gathered that Dr. Work has 
not been given so much freedom of 
speech and the indications are that it 
irritates him to have Senator Moses 
talking every day while he, on the 
other hand, is forced to keep qulet.

The New Hampshire senator is in- 
domitable.

Chicago, July 30 (A.P.).—The body 
of a woman who had been dead since 
April was found in a crude coffin be- 
neath the bed of August Kessler, elder- 
ly recluse and religious cult leader, in 
the county forest preserve here this 
afternoon. 

Kessler, 63 years old, is in the county 
hospital as the result of a beating yes- 
terday by two men and an unidentified 
woman, who attacked him as he led a 
group of worshipers in prayer before an 
altar he had constructed there. Despite 
his criticat condition he was questioned 
by hospital nurses, who said he told 
them the woman was his cousin, 
Claudia Clara Hein, who died last April 
without the attentions of a physician. 
He had no money and could not afford 
to pay burial expenses, he related, so 
made the crude coffin and placed the 
body beneath his bed. She had been 
his housekeeper for 26 years, nurses 
told police.» An investigation into the 
cause of her death Is under way. 

Kessier called himself a retired 
Catholic priest, but the chancery of- 
fices here have no record of him. 

Neighbors said Kessler had _ wor- 
shipped at his Altar in the forest for 
35 years and that many persons at- 
tended his services and 
sought his counsel. Tall, gaunt and 
white bearded, he presented an impres-

PLEDGES FOR OMIT 


Nominee Could Not Influence 
Liquor Law Change, 
He Declares. 


SAYS NO ISSUE EXISTS 
TO DIVIDE DEMOCRATS 


Asserts He Would Not Back 
Him If Prohibition Were 
imperiled. 


Atlanta, July 30 (A.P.).—William J. 
Harris, Georgia’s senior senator and 
cry leader, in a formal statement to- 
night pledged himself to support Gov 
Alfred E. Smith, and called upon the 
Georgia Democracy to stand solidly 
back of the national ticket, 

Senator Harris, who actively opposed 
the nomination of Smith, both before 
the convention at Houston and on the 
ground there as chairman of the Geor- 
gia delegation, said the prohibition 
plank drafted by the party was strong- 
er than that adopted by the Republi- 
cans, and that the elimination of the 
p:ohibition issue left no other matter of 
such imporance as to bring about a 
division in the Democratic party. 


Would Not Impert! Dry Law. 


Declaring that he did not believe 
that prohibition would be endangered 
by the election of Smith, the senator 
said he “would not vote for him if 1 
thought that by his election Gov. 
Smith could change the prohibition 
laws.” 

Harris was lavish in his praise of 
Smith as a man and as a public of- 
ficial. 

“Southern people could and would di- 
vide if the prohibition laws were en- 
dangered,” he said, “but certainly om all 
other great questions which the Demo- 
cratic party stands for there can he lit- 
tle difference of opinion—there should 
be none in any section of our country 
when honesty in government and white 
Supremacy are at stake. On all these 
measures Gov. Smith’s record as a man 
and as a governor—as well as all the 
other positions he has so ably filled— 
should convince any one that he would 
make a President satisfactory to the 
people of the South.”

Late today Toral was turned over to 
the civil authorities for trial.

New York, July 30 (AP.).—wintat 
Allen White, editor of the Emporia 
(Kans.) Gazette, tonight made public 
the results of the two weeks’ study 
made for him of the New York As- 
sembly Journal to show “the record of 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith as it affects the 
saloon and the allies of the salocn: 
made by him as assemblyman during 
the first dozen years of his political 
career.” 

The record shows, White says, that 
as a member of the asssembly Gov 
Smith favored the old-time *‘wide open 
untrammeled, unregulated saloon” and 
voted against measures introduced for 
the purpose of putting restrictions 
upon it.

SIBERT EXPLAINS PLANS 


(Associated Press.) 

An investigation of the feasibility 
of Federal construction of a dam across 
the Colorado River either in Boulder 
Or Black Canyon was begun yesterday 
by a board of five experts. three en- 


gineers and two geologists, who are to 
Teport by December 1. 


Holding its initial meeting at the 
Interior Department, the board elected 
as chairman Maj. Gen. William L.

The British note reserved freedom of 
action in certain flelds of its empire 
and this is understood to apply especi- 
ally to Egypt, the Sudan and India. 

Chamberlain defended himself from

He said this delay had not been 
unduly long and he hoped it would be 
his good fortune to go to Paris next 
month and participate in the signing 
of the pact. 

“This pact,” said Chamberlain, “is a 
recognition of the horrors of war and 
the fact that war ts something which 
should be only a last resort How 
Much more the treaty will be will, in 
My opinion, depend not on any en- 
gagements taken by the United States 
Government, but on how the rest of 
the world thinks the United States ts 
going to judge the action of an ag- 
gressor and whether that government 
is going to help or hinder him in his 
agcression. 

“lf American opinion ranges itself 
behind its own treaty, then indeed the 
treaty will Le a most formidable deter- 
rent to war and an additional and most 
valuable security to peace. This is 
what his majesty’s government hopes 
it will. be.” 

Turning to British relations with 
China, the foreign minister said that 
Great Britain had no territorial am- 
bitions in China and desired only to 
see a peaceful and stable administra- 
tion. Once China had settled the 
Nanking incident with Great Britain 
as satisfactorily as with America, he 
said, the government was quite pre- 
pared to negotiate a commercial treaty 
granting tariff freedom. 

Further friendly negotiations for a 
Wansition from the old tieaty system 
to a new system liberally meeting Chi- 
mese aspirations would follow he de- 
clared, as China progressed toward sta- 
Ble conditions, 

The British government regards Man- 
churia as purely a part of China, Sir 
Austen told the Commons, although he 
recognized that owing to Japan’s great 
interests in Manchuria that country 
might be very anxious concerning the 
protection of her people there.

Given $45,000,000 Back Pay 
and $15,000,000 Annual 
Increase by |. C. C. 


(Associated Press.) 

Railroads carrying mail for the Post- 
ofice Department were awarded an in- 
creased pay of approximately $15,000,000 
a year under terms of an Interstate 
Commerce Commision order yesterday, 
and in addition granted a lump sum 
of approximately $45,000,000 for under- 
payment, which the commission held 
has been due from the Government 
since July, 1925. 

A majority of the commissicn held 
that trunk line railroads were entitled 
to increases of 15 per cent over the 
present compensation, to become ef- 
fective August 1.

Rochester,’ N. Y., July 80 (A.P.).— 
Soon the amateur cinematographer will 
be able to reproduce the scenes which 


delight his eyes in the natural colors 
instead of the conventional black and 
white. 

As a group of 40 leaders in the world 
of science and business sat in a dark- 
ened room at George Eastman’s home 
today there flashed on two small 
screens peacocks and parrots in all the 
glory of their highly colored plumage; 
flowers with the various colors shading 
into one another; models showing the 
summer sfyles for women with nearly 
all the colors of the rainbow, and out-

The new process is a combination of 
@ three-color “light filter” on both 
camera and projector and a new film 
with numerous minute cylindrical 
lenses.

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SMITH BOLTERS BEATEN. 


“The returns from Texas give little encour- 
agement to Democrats who are thinking of 
bolting Al Smith. The chief bolters in Texas 
were Judge William E. Hawkins and Mrs, Edith 
Wilmans, candidates for governor, and State 
Senator Thomas B. Love, candidate for lieuten- 
ant: governor. They declared that the Demo- 
crats at Houston had adopted a dry plank and 
that Gov. Smith had repudiated it by his tele- 
gram announcing his plans to propose modifi- 
calon of the dry law in case of his election. 
~ “About 700,000 votes were cast at the State- 
wide primary last Saturday; about 600,000 had 
been counted up to yesterday afternoon. Gov. 
Moody had 329,000 votes, Judge Hawkins 25.,- 
Wilmans 14,000. For lieuten- 
ant governor, Senator Love had 155,000, 
against 241,000 for Barry Miller. 

If the Democrats of Texas were inclined to 

bolt Al Smith they would have indicated their 
dissatisfaction by voting against Gov. Moody, 
who was a member of the platform commit- 
tee at Houston and fought for a bone-dry 
plank, finally accepting the plank as drawn 
and coming out for Smith’s nomination and 
election. Fanatical drys could have accused 
fim of betraying the cause; but it is evident 
that the great majority of Texans approve his 
course. On the contrary, Senator Love, who 
bas been a good vote-getter, was badly 
pDeaten because he gave notice that he had 
bolted Al Smith. 
~ Thus the acid test reveals that the loose talk 
of Southern Democrats deserting Gov. Smith 
1s talk, and nothing more. He could afford to 
fose a large proportion of the popular vote 
without risking the loss of the electoral vote; 
but it is apparent by the Texas primary that 
his popular vote will be heavy. Democrats 
are after victory, and they know that the only 
way to get it is to support Smith.

When gold 
demand is sufficiently active, there is here 
doubtless a source of gold recovery that will 
aid Uncle Sam in making ends meet. The 
matter of big importance is that the intensive 
process of blue ore mining, by the cyanide 
method, opens up a new field of gold. 


COOLIDGE AND SECTIONALISM. 


In his speech at Cannon Falls, Minn., dedi- 
cating the monument of Col. Colvill, one of the 
heroes of Gettsyburg, President Coolidge was 
naturally compelled to revert to the Civil War 
and his remarks deprecating sectionalism were 
a logical sequence. 

“The day of sectionalism,"’ said Mr. Coolidge, 
“has passed.’”” As a matter of fact, it passed 
just 30 years ago. When war was declared 
against Spain the entire country, with a 
patriotic sentiment that was not confined to any 
one section, rallied to the support of the Gov- 
ernment. North and South, East and West 
fraternized in a common cause and the war in 
its outcome not only added to American pres- 
tige but, in the words of President McKinley, 
demonstrated that sectional lines had been for- 
ever destroyed. 

This being the case, one wonders why the 
acute problems of long ago, now happily 
obsolete, have been revived. No one can ques 
tion the sincerity of President Coolidge’s 
sentiments or doubt that he was actuated by 
a laudable purpose when he recalled at some 
length the bitterness of former days. But the 
South is keeping step with the rest of the 
Nation. It has taken unto itself in friendly 
amalgamation thousands of Northerners who 
have settled within its borders. It has not 
only given them full protection under the law, 
but has welcomed them in cordial spirit. 
There is a new generation in the South and its 
personne! is both progressive and patriotic, 
with no more sectional feeling than Is experi- 
enced by the Maine Yankee for his native hills. 

The unpleasant memories of the Civil War 
are now almost obliterated. Time has healed 
the wounds of conflict, and as President Cool- 
idge truly asserts, the day of sectionalism has 
passed. It would be better to forget that it 
ever existed. 


DOING AWAY WITH WASTE. 


Catering to and stimulating that infinite 
variety which often multiplies inducement to 
purchase, the manufacturer and the merchant 
alike find themselves involved in a mystic 
maze. Every mirror of quality and price 
comes to be but a distortion.of the true dimen- 
sional quality, so to speak. hold to 
the real values of wares and yet to diversify 
them in color, form and appeal is a problem 
that falls back, in time, upon the division of 
simplification of the Bureau of Standards. 
One after another, in an endless chain, busi- 
ness forms and practices pass under the lens 
of scrutiny of men who, like Assistant Director 
Hudson, are specialists in preventing waste. 

France has recently tackled the same prob- 
lem, and it might be drawing the bow at a 
venture to allege that the savings realized in 
making uniform the packages for similar 
wares, put out by different concerns, could 
itself have enabled the government to re- 
standardize the franc; but there is no doubt 
that such economies in the entire fieia of 
American manufacture amount enor- 
mous sum. 

“Nothing in business that has no business 
here,”’ is the motto in essence of the experts 
in\eimplification, Every idea that enters into 
busine8s~ does not necessarily show on the 
right side of the ledger in summing up re- 
turns. Many things had better be allowed to 
go to waste than to waste energy and time 
in saving them. There is recorded only one 
multimillionaire who kept up the practice of 
saving bits of string and using the backs of 
envelopes for memorandum paper. But it is 
a pretty good kind of saving for the fellow 
who has his million still in the far future of 
his dreams. 

Simplification does not itself make a for- 
tune but it keeps many a business from going 
to the dogs. Business recovery often goes 
beyond business discovery. The principle of 
simplification extends from ships to scissors, 
and the material it works with is “lines, 
items, sizes, types, styles, models, brands, 
methods and materials.” Manufacturer, job- 
ber and merchant often have profits lying 
loose about, if they only knew the highway

‘of prosperity that simplification affords. 


BREAKING INTO ENGLISH. 


A lament has been raised by Prof. V. C. 
Coulter, of the University of Wyoming, at the 
meeting of the National Council] of Teachers 
of English in Minneapolis, that the science of 
language is not taught, but only the etiquette of 
speech. By the science of language he indi- 
cates that he has'in mind the utilities of speech 
that are naturally acquired by the child of 5 or 
6 years of age. Shifts in the meaning of words, 
sentence idioms, the selection of words to con- 
vey the idea precisely, are of the science of lan- 
guage. To put the student in full command 
of the instrument of speech is what he advo- 
cates. Just how to enable one to break into 
English and acquire command of “words, 
phrases and members,” to employ the old 
classification, seems not to have been dwelt on 
by the speaker. 

Strangely enough, it has not failed of re- 
mark that teachers of English are often those 
who have taken up the subject mechanically 
and specialized in it, with scant gifts them: 
selves. A teacher of English, such as Henry 
Van Dyke, for instance, who last Christmas 
in a kind of valedictory, pointed with satistac- 
tion to the list of well known young authors 
who had been trained under him, are as rare 
as a Socrates dn philosophy, a Beethoven in 
music, or a Linneus in science. 

Some years ago a newspaper writer of dis- 
tinction in New York confessed that he had a 
penchant for grammar, and had acquired a col- 
lection of English grammars. With him the 
study of variant forms and usages had become 
a hobby. Recently in the office of a periodical 


that prides itself upon the purity of its edi- 
torial English, a question over uSage of certain. 


words developed the fact that there was a wide 
divergence of opinion among those who 
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fore in America acquired his style outside of 
the schools, by having a thesaurus and a dic- 
tionary ever at his elbow, as he waded through 
current medical and law literature, and every 
other specialized sort, to enrich and vary his 
vocabulary and to gain distinctiveness in atyle. 
No one has ever become an accomplished 
writer by the study of the science of speech, 
although any one who has any gifts is sure to 
take on a polish and perhaps even become 
a stylist by such study. Speech, the universal 
natural endowment, is the most difficult to 
bring to culture, as its growth is from the soil 
of ideas and does not depend primarily upon 
trimming for esthetic effect. Yet it remains 
true that the science of language is neglected 
largely because 80 many who teach it and 
who prepare excellent text books can not im- 
part the spirit of good speech, along with the 
substance of their language teaching, 


A PUBLIC-SPIRITED MOVEMENT. 


The safety campaign in which a number of 
Washington business concerns are cooperating 
is a fine example of public spirit. Their public 
announcements are practical, sensible and con- 
vincing and must inevitably result in decreas- 
ing the number of traffic accidents. 

It is especially wise to emphasize the neces- 
sity of observing and obeying signal lights. 
Haste is always dangerous and yet when the 
amber is displayed automobilists and street 
car motormen will not wait for the green, but 
start to rush across the intersection. It is a 
habit that is growing more and more common 
and the police would be thoroughly justified 
in dealing rigorously with the offenders. Time 
is not as precious as human life and limb and 
the motorists who, with utter disregard of 
caution, jeopardize themselves and others 
ought to be taught a lesson which they would 
not forget. 

There is another regulation which, unfor- 
tunately, is more honored in the breach than 
the observance. The boulevards are safe- 
guarded by signs which, if they mean anything 
at all, mean that a machine must come to a 
full stop when entering the thoroughfare from 
a side street. The inspances when these signs 
are ignored are innumerable, especially by 
drivers of trucks and delivery wagons, but 
when there is no policeman in sight to observe 
the violation no arrests can be made and no 
penalty inflicted. 

On the whole, however, with approximately 
100,000 automobiles constantly moving on 
more or less congested streets the wonder is 
that accidents are so comparatively few. It 
speaks well for Washington motorists that this 
is the case, but the campaign of education 
which is now in progress will go far toward 
reducing even this small number to a mini- 
mum, which will give Washington an enviable 
standing among the larger citles, 
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THE LURE OF ALASKA. 


When Secretary Seward many years ago 
negotiated the purchase of Alaska—an ac- 
quisition which at the time was greeted with 
derision—he builded than knew. 
Not only did he add an immense domain to 
American territory, thus materially increasing 
national wealth and prosperity, but he provided 
an ideal place where Government officials 
could spend the summer months without ex- 
pense to themselves. 

As soon as the summer solstice is upon us 
a small army of bureau chiefs and subordinates 
generally suddenly discover that a thousand 
and one things in Alaska demand inspection. 
The mines, fisheries, railroads, and 
even the postoffices seem to require the super- 
vision of Government agents who, with 
marvelous devotion to official duty, close their 
desks in Washington and swarm over Alaska. 
They endure the tedious trip across the 
continent, drawing their mileage from the 
Treasury, and then resolutely set their faces 
northward in a valiant effort to combine bus- 
iness with pleasure. When the sun begins to 
swing southward they turn homeward, re- 
juvenated and refreshed. 

Perhaps, after all, while they are to be en- 
vied, they are not to be blamed. Alaska is a 
wonderful region, with its picturesque scenery, 
its remarkable glaciers and volcanoes and its 
quaint Indian population. The weather in 
summer is just warm enough to be pleasant 
without being insufferable and enervating to 
Government officials. In short, the Territory 
has so many charms that it is no wonder that 
Government officials tear themselves away 
from Washington and fearlessly face the long 
and dangerous voyage to Alaska.

FREE-RIDE GRAFTERS. 


Motorists would do well to unite in en- 
forcing the invariable rule against picking 
up strangers on the highway. Wayside free- 
ride grafters are an obstruction to traffic and 
a source of crime. They are a special nuisance 
when crowds gather at games or country out- 
ings, for the road is already congested and 
drivers have their hands full without increas- 
ing their dangers by picking up pedestrians. 

The average pedestrian on a country road 
fails to take note of the necessity that con- 
fronts a motorist approaching from behind, 
when he must swing out to pass another ve- 
hicle. Many pedestrians have been killed 
because they did not make allowance for the 
fact that a car must pass over the spot where 
they are standing if it is to avoid a collision 
with another car. When pedestrians come 
still closer in signaling for free rides they 
endanger both themselves and the motorist. 


There is no question of courtesy or hos-. 


pitality involved. A distressed person can 
always make known by signs that he is asking 
for help and is not begging a ride. The free- 
ride grafter does not deserve consideration. 
The motorist is usually on a time schedule, 
and he has no means of knowing whether the 
applicant for a ride is a criminal or a lunatic. 
These strangers have sometimes commited 
horrible crimes. A policewoman recently re- 
ported that a young girl kind-heartedly gave a 
lift to a stranger, to find that she had made 
a-companion of a dangerous lunatic, and only 
by cool strategy did she come out of the 
predicament without suffering injury. 

On the solid ground that free-ride grafters 
are an obstruction and a danger to traffic they 
should be. discouraged. If motorists would 
adopt the rule of ignoring all signals for free 
rides, the practice would be broken up. .

What is somewhat remarkable, every 
one of this class pretends to sail under 
‘the Republican banner. It began years 
ago when lowa, carried away by the 
greenback craze, sent James B. Weaver 
to the House. Since then the number 
of malcontents has increased in both 
houses, and as they have increased in 
number they have increased in trouble- 
making. Norris, La Follette and others 
of their kind are not Republicans in 
any sense of the word. They are mal- 
contents only. It was a grave mistake 
on the part of the Republican leaders 
to give them any kind of party recog- 
nition. Such recognition only gave 
them ‘more power to cause trouble. 

It is necessary for Mr. Hoover, or 
Gov. Smith, if elected President, to 
have a sound working party majority 
in Congress if his administration is to 
be successful. On all major questions 
a party must act a a unit if it desires 
to succeed, and anv .member who con- 
stantly breaks away from the party ma- 
jority is an injury to the party and to 
the country at large. Party loyalty 
must be enforced if we are to have a 
successful Government.

Something About Ourselves. 


EAR Dr. Dean: I have two boys, 
one is 18 and the other soon 
will be 17. They are as unlike 
as beans and peas. The older is so shy 
that he wouldn't go to his class dinner. 
He has never had a girl. He is so dis- 
trustful of people that he holds them 
off at arm’s length and makes no close 
friends. He calls everybody else morons. 


The younger boy is open-hearted and 
generous to a fault. There is nothing 
mean or shut-in about him. He is 
studious; popular at school, and has 
many friends among the boys and girls. 
He sees the good in every one. 


One sits glumly in his corner and 
refuses to play, and the other is a 
splendid “mixer.” Why this difference 
in personality? CONFUSED. 

Your letter comes at the time I am 
reading a very excellent book by Pro- 
fessor Overstreet, entitled: “About 
Ourselves.” In this book the author 
speaks of “contractives” and “expan- 
sives.” Your older son is of the first 
type. The other is of the second. 


A timid person is always a contrac- 
tive. Sometimes the inveterate hater 
is one also. A timid person hides in a 
corner. The inveterate hater pushes 
the hated thing or person out of his 
life. Sometimes a distrustful person is 
a contractive. If you know any one 
who is widely distrustful of ideals, 
ideas and the movements of the age ih 
which he lives, he belongs to the con- 
tractive type. The unfortunate thing 
is sometimes these people who start 
out by being distrustful of others end 
up by being distrustful of themselves. 
The discouraged person 1s aiso a con- 
tractive. He is not able to translate 
his infier wishes into actual results. 


But of all the contractives who make 
life miserable for us, if not for them- 
selves, are the holler-than-thou persons. 
Such a person is a high-hatter, a snob. 
It may be expressed in his religious talk 
or in his social acts. The self-righteous 
and smug stand-patter. We know him. 


And then the expansive person. He 
sympathizes with every situation which 
is outside of himself, holds no grudges, 
takes an open point of view. Just be- 
cause he hasn't experienced a thing 
himself he does not necessarily say that 
such a thing could not exist. He plays 
well in a group; passes off a mistake 
on the part of his partner; gives his 
opponent a feeling that all life is not 
bound up in winning a game of bridge. 


Your contractive son need not fail if 
he stop letting life swing away from 
him. Your expansive son may not 6uc- 
ceed if in his expansiveness he become 
shallow. You have seen a drop of kero- 
sene on a mill pond—beautiful to look 
at in its irridescence but not terribly 
important in a world of productiveness., 
Expansive people are more likely to suc- 
ceed than contractives if they have 
depth as well as breadth.

Percy Williams, Vancouver 
school boy, who won the Olympic 
100-meter final at Amsterdam today 
against the greatest runners of the 


world, has been showing his class as a 
sprinter since his earliest school days. 

Born in Vancouver May 19, 1908, 
Williams has competed in many re- 
gional track meets. E. L. Yeo, Van- 
couver sport trainer, took him In hand 
in high school and groomed him for 
the interhigh school championship in 
1924, but he was kept off the track for 
two years with rheumatism. He came 
back in 1926 and won the local high 
school laurels for the 100 and 200 yard 
distances that year. In 1927 he set a 
new Canadian High school record for 
100 yards in 10 seconds flat. This year 
he concentrated o. the 220-yard dis- 
tance and set a new Canadian High 
school mark of 22 seconds flat. 


A flip of the coin eliminated Will- 
iams from the Dominion trials at To- 
ronto last year. Williams arrived a day 
before the trials and the effects of the 
journey and change of climate prevent- 
ed him from making his best showing 
He finished second and as there were 
too many entries a coin was tossed and 
Williams lost. He returned to Van- 
couver and began almost at once to 
train for this year’s events. 

He showed greatly improved form 
early this year. He won the Washing- 
ton State High School Century in 99 
seconds at Seattle May 5. Later he 
outclassed all contestants in the 
greater Vancouver high school sprints 
for 100 and 220 yards. 

At Provincial Olympic trials this 
year Williams equaled the world mark 
for the 100-meter run by golng over 
the distance in 10 3-5 seconds, a fifth 
of a second under his time in the 
Olympics today.

KNEES. 


URING recent weeks I have been 
receiving an unusually large pro- 
portion of letters asking advice 

on both developing and reducing the 
knees. Doubtless many of these letters 
have been written after a trying-on of 
a new bathing suit. It is sometimes a 
brutally frank thing—the bathing at- 
tire of today! 

And fortunately so, it seems to me. 
For the modern woman is discovering 
how truly important to personal ap- 
pearance is a nicely modeled and grace- 
fully managed knee. Grace of move- 
ment in walking, or even in seating 
oneself, depends very largely on the 
suppleness and litheness of the knees; 
and these in turn depend on the tone 
of the muscles and tendons involved. 

Exercises, therefore, that will tend 
either to reduce or develop the knees 
make for something that is even more 
important—natural grace of movement.

A NEW FISH STORY.

Both 
have been covered in this column and 
a desire to flavor the meat with presi- 
dential sauce is toe only reason for 
again covering then. 


Putting iodine in the water of a fish 
hatchery and thereby saving the lives 
of the poor fish was done first more 
than ten years ago. think I remem- 
ber similar successful use of todine in 
the water not so fe: from northern 
Wisconsin. Feeding iodine was report- 
ed to have saved the sheep industry in 
the neighboring State of Michigan be- 
fore Mr. Coolidge saved the city of 
Boston. 

The great bulk of the evidence favors 
the opinion that most varieties of thy- 
roid trouble in man and beast, includ- 
ing the poor fish in luxurious hatch- 
eriles, are the result of todine deficiency. 
Under certain circumstances it is wise 
to add a small dose of iodine to the 
water in order to prevent thyroid trou- 
ble. 


And now for tag, hay fever story. It, 
too, is quite believable It is possible 
that President Coolidge is not encoun- 
tering in northern Wisconsin those 
pollens that back in Massachusetts 
some years ago marked him for their 
own. It may be, however, that the 
same pollens are there, but they travel 
in schedules that differ from those of

If so, the 
President may yet inculge in hay fever. 

If the President wen’ to North Da- 
kota last year, and to Wisconsin this 
year as a means of escaping hay fever, 
he did not show the sagacity which 
is reckoned one of his qualities. He 
should have had skin tests to discover 
the pollens to which he was sensitive. 
Then, when friends submitted the 
charms of various proposed summer 
homes, he should have required pollen 
schedules, showing the prevalence of 
the different pollens and the schedule 
of each.

DESPITE LOAN RATE RISE 


Upward Trend: Had Been Re- 
newed When Banks Called 
in $30,000,000. 


RAILS BROUGHT TO FORE 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, July 30.—The upward 
movement in stock values which had 
been in progress for almost a fortnight 


was checked today by the rise in the 
demand money rate from the 5% per 
cent renewal figure to 6 per cent. This 
developed in the early afternoon as a 
consequence of the calling of some 
$30,000,000 in loans by banks prepar- 
ing for month end needs. Prior to 
‘the banking withdrawals the stock 
market had held to its course toward 
higher levels, but thereafter prices 
yielded throughout the general list. 
early gains ranging up to six points be- 
fore substantially reduced, and in nu- 
merous instances wholly canceled. 

Some sizable net losses were shown 
at the close, due to profit taking and 
selling induced by special causes more 
often than to any real weakness. But 
gains on the day considerably outnum- 
bered recessions. A few showed a 
range of between 5 and 74% points, and 
many 1 to 3 points, while net declines 
were decidedly moderate, except in one 
or two instances. 

Fairly eager bidding for 
Various descriptions was resumed at 
the outset with resultant substantial 
advances in the speculative leaders, in- 
cluding Steel commér General Motors, 
Radio, Wright Aero, Johns Manville 
and open shares of that class. Mail 
order issues stood out as the most 
spectacular performers, with both Sears 
Roebuck and Montgomery Ward elevat- 
ing their price levels rather sharply. 
Both of these stocks held up well in 
the late dealings, closing, respectively, 
2% and 4 points net higher and about 
&® point each under the day’s best. 

Rails also were brought to the fore— 
and for the first time in several weeks. 
Interest in the carriers appeared to re- 
vive somewhat with the news from 
Washington that trunk line roads had 
been granted an increase in postal 
rates which would mean the addition 
Of about $15,000,000 annually to the 
combined income of those carriers. 

The increase, being made retroactive 
to July, 1925, naturally indicated the 
differential to that date would be made 
up. In the meantime reports were cur- 
rent that a number o! roads would be 
ready in the near future to present 
their merger plans for approval 

These reports in particular made for 
strength in C. & O., which rose three 
points above Saturday's closing level, 
but backed down to finish 1% to the 
good. Some of the leaders like Atchi- 
son, B. & O. Southern Railway and 
D & H. ran up 1 to 4 points or more, 
but the buying movement here soon 
quieted down, and selling to realize 
profits later became quite general in 
the transportation froup.

Naturally the prospects for still 
higher rates temporarily tended to 
bring about a curtailment of opera- 
tions by groups which have been suc- 
cessful in their quest of higher prices 
on the rebound from the June low 
levels. 

The features of foreign exchange 
dealings was the continued. strength 
in Canadian exchange on which Oana- 
dian dollars rose to 1-32 premium 
from a discount of 1-16, which pre- 
vailed during the greater part of Sat- 
urday’s trading. This movement was 
attributed to sales of sterling by Ca- 
nadian interests, foNowed by the pur- 
chase of Canadian exchange.

Retail Trade Holds. Up. 


Retail trade generally in the United 
States was seasonably smaller in June 
than in May, accordng to a. review 
released today by the Federal Reserve 
Board. The decline, however, was less 
than that which usually occurs in this 
period. Indexes of sales of department 
stores, mail order houses and chain 
stores, after adjustment for seasonal 
variations, were slightly larger in June 
than in May. Compared with June a 
year ago, sales this year were gen- 
erally larger. , 

For the first six months of the year, 
trade was larger than during the cor- 
responding period of last year. Sales 
of department stores averaged slightly 
more than in 1927 and sales of mail 
order houses were 6 per cent greater. 
Chain stores in each of the reporting 
lines, except cigars and tobacco, re- 
ported larger increases than depart- 
ment stores. 

Saleg of firms included in the index 
of wholesale distribution declined in 
June, and averaged 3.5 per cent smaller 
than a year ago. Seascnal factors gen- 
erally cause a decrease in wholesale 
trade between May and June, but the 
decline this year was larger than 
usual. 


Reserve Bank Conditions. 


The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of 636 reporting mem- 
ber banks in leading cities as of July 
25, shows decreases for the week of 
$58,000,000 in loans and discounts; of 
$40,000,000 in-~ investments, and of 
$167,000,000 in deposits. An increase 
of $11,000,000 developed in borrowings. 

Loans on stocks and bonds, including 
Uniced States Government obligations, 
were $36,000,000 below the July 18 
total, at all reporting banks, with the 
principal decreases shown in the New 
York, Philadelphia and Kansas City 
districts. All other loans and: dis- 
counts ‘increased $8,000,000 at report- 
ming banks in the New York districts, 

and declined in most of the other dis- 
nN ‘tri cts. 

Holdings of United States Govern- 
ment securities were below last week's 
level at reporting banks, including the 
New York and Chicago districts, while 
holdings of other bonds, stocks and 
securities declined im the New York 
district and at all reporting banks.

EMPLOVES OPPOSE 


ENGRAVING BUR 
URLOUGH ofSTEM 


Spokesmen of Federal Em- 
ployes Calls Announced 
Program Unscientific. 


PLATE PRINTERS LOSE 
ONE DAY OUT OF EIGHT 


Miss McNally Says Women 
are Overworked; Director 
Explains Plans. 


—— 


The furlough program that is to be 
Inaugurated at the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing tomorrow to avoid 
a reduction in force was sharply criti- 
cized last night by officials of the Na- 
tional Federation of Federal Employes. 

“In the light of what has happened 
at the bureau in the past,” said Presi- 
dent Luther C. Steward, “the program 
seems unscientific, and, to some ex- 


tent, unnecessary. They have had 
these furlough schedules before, and 
what has happened? Toward the end 
o* the year the employes not only had 
to work overtime but have had to give 
up their annual leave. 

“The federation thinks that the fur- 
lough program should be deferred until 
a time when the officials will be bet- 
ter able to tell just how much work 
there will be. We believe that it will 
be heavier than they anticipate.” 


Calls Women Overworked. 


Miss Gertrude McNally, secretary of 
the federation, declared that the 
women in the bureau are being greatly 
Overworked, and she suggested that 
one way to solve the problem existing 
there now would be to lessen the strain 
On these workers. 

Both President Steward and Secre- 
tary McNally were reluctant to com- 
ment on the furlough order. The bu- 
reau has been in such a turmoil since 
the famous “shakeup” of 1922, they 
said, that they were loath to give it 
any unfavorable publicity. 

Under the furlough program an- 
mounced yesterday by A. W. Hall, di- 
rector of the bureau, the plate prin- 
ters will lose one day out of eight for 
the remainder of the year, or 34 days 
altogether, while the other employes 
Will lose one day out of fourteen, or 
1944 days altogether. 

“This bureau as a whole,” 
Hall said, “at the present time is over- 
manned. Two courses are open to relieve 
the situation: (1) A reduction of per- 
sonnel and (2) a program of rotating 
furloughs. Rather than resort to a re- 
duction of force with its accompanying 
hardships a program of furloughs has 
been adopted It is believed that this 
will be more acceptable to the employes 


New Appointments Barred. 


“On the average the furlough for the 
year wil?, it is anticipated, not exceed 
the furlough for August, and it is pos- 
sible that it may be reduced. Any con- 
dition that permits such reduction will 
be promptly followed by a revision of 
the schedule. 

“So long as the bureau is overman- 
ned, no additions will be made to the 
force, nor will vacancies be filled by 

unless it ls impos- 
sible to do so by the transfer of an em- 
ploye within the bureau. All vacancies 
arising from resignations, retirements, 
éc., Will relieve the furlough. 

“In order to equalize the furloughs 
as much as possible among employes 
holding positions, the duties of which 
are similar in many respects, it will 
be necessary to make certain transfers 
within the bureau. 


Transfers Coming Soon. 


“These transfers will be made effec- 
tive at an early date. All leave earned 
in accordance with the statutes and 
regulations will be granted. The divi- 
sion superintendents will arrange for 
the annual] leave of employes in the 
usual manner. 

“It is believed that the employes will 
appreciate that the officials of the bu- 
reau have given this problem their most 
earnest and sympathetic consideration, 
and that they regret the necessity 
which compels this action. 

“For employes of the plate printing 
and of the compensation pay rolls the 
furlough schedule during the remainder 
of the current fiscal year will be ap- 
proximately one day out of each eight 
working days for plate printers and one 
day out of each fourteen working days 
for all other employes.”
